On 14th February, 1966, under the Currency Act 1965, a dollar/cent decimal 
currency system, with one dollar equal to 100 cents, was introduced in Australia. 


The relationship between pounds, shillings and pence, and dollars and cents, 
as prescribed in the Act, is as follows:— 


1 pound = 2 dollars 
1 shilling = 10 cents 


1 penny = 5/6ths of a cent 


In this publication monetary amounts are shown in decimal currency.
